House approves Gerald Ford as vice president 


WASHINGTON (U I’I) 
The House overwhelmingly 
approved Gerald R Ford today as the country ’s 40th vice 
president, 
completing 
the 
first 
congressional 
confirmation of the nation’s No 2 official 
Ford, a congressman from Michigan for 25 years and 
leader of House Republicans, formally takes office later 
in the day as successor to the resigned Spiro T. Agnew 
He will be sworn in at a Capitol ceremony witnessed by 
President Nixon and televised live to the nation 
The House action completing confirmation of Ford 
came under the 25th Amendment, which was used for the 
first time. There had been no doubt about the 
confirmation’s one-sidedness, 
with 
most 
minority 


opposition coming from liberals who either disliked his 
voting record or did not believe he was fit to take over as 
President should Nixon leave office. 
The vice presidency became vacant when Agnew 
resigned Oct 10 and pleaded no contest in Baltimore to a 
charge of tax evasion 
Ford was confirmed in compliance with the 25th 
Amendment, passed following the assassination of 
President John F. Kennedy, requiring congressional 
approval to fill a vice presidential vacancy. The Senate 
earlier approved Ford, 92 to 3 
With Ford as vice president, calls for the resignation 
or impeachment of Nixon were expected to increase. 


Sen Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., and Rep John Ashbrook, 
R-Ohio, indicated as much Wednesday. 
Resignation talk, which reached its height shortly 
after 
Nixon 
fired 
special 
Watergate 
prosecutor 
Archibald Cox on Oct. 20, had been toned down lately 
with no one in the vice presidency to succeed Nixon 
Until Ford’s swearing in, House Speaker Carl Albert. 
D-Okla , had been next in line for the presidency. 
The 
60-year-old 
House 
Republican 
leader was 
nominated Oct. 12 by President Nixon, two days after the 
Spiro T. Agnew resigned as vice president and pleaded 
no contest to a tax evasion charge. 
Ford was selected under the 25th Amendment to the 


Constitution, which permits the President to fill a vice 
presidential vacancy with the approval of both houses of 
Congress It was the 17th time that a vacancy in the vice 
presidency had existed, but the first time it had to be 
filled. 


Rep. Peter W. Rodino, D-N.J., surprised colleagues by 
announcing during morning debate that he would vote 
against Ford. As chairman of the House Judiciary 
Committee, Rodino voted to send the nomination to the 
House floor. 
The vote, was not against Ford as a man, Rodino said, 
but because of “ the President’s indifference to the plight 
of so many Americans.”

Grand jury wants board 
to 'reconsider7 pay hike

County Reporter 
The County Grand Jury, which 
was rapped over the knuckles 
recently by the Board of Supervisors 
for recommending changes in the 
county clerk’s office, fired a shot 
back at the supervisors Wednesday 
for voting themselves a $9,815 
annual pay hike. 
The grand jury, which is serving 
an extra half year until July, called 
on the supervisors in a resolution to 
“ reconsider” their decision “ as 
soon as possible.” 
Formerly, it was the grand jury 
which recommended pay raises for 
the five supervisors — until the 
state allowed the supervisors to 
raise their own salaries * 


The Board of Supervisors voted 4- 
1 Monday to raise their pay 69 per 
cent to $24,041 a year, contingent on 
approval of the U.S. Cost of Living 
Council. 


County Auditor-Controller Paul 
Floyd declared today that decision 


is expected from the council “ in 
about 30 days.’’ He explained that if 
the pay hike isn’t approved in the 
context of the total county salary 
picture this fiscal year, then the 
most the board members could get 
would be the maximum 5.5 percent 
allowed by federal wage guidelines. 


The 
new 
supervisors’ 
salary 
ordinance, reportedly drawn up at 
the request of board chairman 
Francis 
H. 
Beattie, 
seemingly 
relied on word that the big pay hike 
would get through the Cost of Living 
Council as part of the entire county 
salary boost this year which totaled 
less than the 5.5 percent maximum 
allowed 


The grand jury resolution, brief 
and to the point, was signed by 
foreman R. P. Richards, a Santa 
Barbara plumber. Richards himself 
had been sharply criticized by the 
supervisors in considering the grand 
jury recommendations regarding 
, the county clerk’s office. 
The resolution was filed with the 


clerk of the Board of Supervisors. 
At the county offices of the 
supervisors, meanwhile, calls have 
been coming in from a number of 
persons wanting to voice their 
reactions to the sudden pay boost. 
The administration aides of three 
of 
the 
Santa 
Barbara-based 
supervisors said there haven’t been 
many calls. “ Some say they approve 
the raise, others feel it was too 
much and should have gone to the 
voters,” one of them mentioned. 
County 
taxpayer organizations 
and other groups which might have 
been expected to question the size of 
the increase, and the fact that the 
new pay ordinance doesn’t specify 
full-time service, admitted they 
were caught by surprise by the 
speed of the supervisors’ action. 
One county official, noting that 
the supervisors have lot battles 
before when they gave advance 
notice of attempts to raise their pay, 
commented 
on 
the 
“ salary 
blitzkrieg” this time: 
“ They’ve 
finally learned how to do it.” 


Dow Jones closes below 800 


NEW YORK (U PI) - The Dow 
Jones industrial average dropped 
14.90 points to 788.31 on the New 
York Stock Exchange Wednesday, 
the first time in more than two 
years 
the 
influential 
indicator 
closed below 800. 
In little more than five weeks, the 
average of 30 blue chips stocks has 
plunged 198.75 points, the largest 


such decline in any three-month 
period. The last time it went below 
800 was Nov. 27, 1970, when the final 
mark was 781.35. 
“ Anyone who’s a Dow theorist 
cannot possibly say now that this is 
not a major bear market,” said 
Robert Amster of Rosenkrantz, 
Ehrenkrantz, Lyon and Ross. 
Around 3 p.m., with the average 


firmly set below 800, the selling 
pace sped up, and the tape was three 
minutes late when the market 
closed. 
Much of the selling was in auto 
stocks and related issues, what with 
reports of decreased car sales, job 
layoffs 
and 
plant 
shutdowns. 
General Motors was the most 
actively traded stock. 


Fuel prices increase 


fastest rate in history 


WASHINGTON 
( U P I ) 
Wholesale fuel prices increased 
about Vk times faster in November 
than any previous month on record, 
and the nation’s energy chief said 
they probably will go higher. 
“ We have been a nation of great 
energy wastrels,” said William E. 
Simon, picked by President Nixon to 
head the new Federal Energy 
Administration 
Testifying 
before 
a 
Senate 
committee, he said “ We have been 
accustomed to an overabundance of 
cheap energy. That day has ended. 
We must change our lifestyles.” 
Simon 
told 
the Senate Gov­ 
ernment Operations Committee that 
a final decision on gasoline rationing 
would be made by the end of the 
month, but stressed that it was still 
considered a last resort. Nixon has 
made clear repeatedly that this is 
my position. 
Simon’s testimony came on a day 
when the energy crisis was marked 
by 
gyrating 
stock 
markets, 
a 
Midwest snowstorm and traffic 
tieups by truck drivers complaining 
about the rising cost of diesel fuel. 
The November Wholesale Price 
Index 
released 
by 
the 
Labor 
Department backed up the truckers’ 
complaint. It showed diesel fuel, 
which most big trucks use, went up 
45 per cent at the wholesale price 
last month to a point 126.9 per cent 
above a year ago. 


Wholesale prices of gasoline and 
other refined petroleum products 
went up 34.7 per cent in November, 
far above the biggest previous jump 
of 9.5 per cent in June, while the 
index for all fuels and power went up 
19.1 per cent. That compared to a 
previous high monthly increase of 
5.4 last June. 
The outlook for the future also 
appears 
bleak, 
price-wise. 
“ I 
certainly do expect the price of 
gasoline to continue to increase as it 
has through the year,” John T. 
Dunlop, Cost of Living Council 
director, said Wednesday. 
The 
CLC 
announced 
that 
beginning in January, refiners may 
boost the price of heating oil by 2 
cents a gallon, which will mean a 
hike of about 7 per cent or from 28 to 
30 cents a gallon for the consumer.

Stevens first to take 
out nomination papers 


Lompoc Mayor Eugene C. Stevens 
was the first city council candidate 
to take out nomination papers at 
City Hall this morning as the 
nomination period for the March 5 
election officially get under way. 
Three council seats, those of 
Stevens, 
Councilman 
George 
Cotsenmoyer, and Councilman Sol 
Lefkowitz, 
all 
first 
term 
incumbents, will be decided in the 
election 
Neither Lefkowitz nor 
Cotsenmoyer 
have 
officially 
announced their intentions though 
Lefkowitz has said he would also 
seek reelection. 
City council terms in Lompoc are 
for four years. Annually, the board 
elects the city’s mayor. Stevens has 
served in this capacity since April, 
replacing Cotsenmoyer. Lefkowitz 
has never served in the high office. 
Nomination papers for council 
candidates are available at the city 
clerks office at City Hall on Walnut 
Avenue through Dec. 27 and must be 


returned completed to the city clerk 
by that deadline. 
All candidates for the council will 
be required to post a $25 filing fee, 
new 
this 
year 
to 
cover 
administrative costs. Candidates 
also have the option of having the 
city print a submitted statement of 
qualifications for distribution to 
registered 
voters 
with 
sample 
ballots. This costs each candidate an 
additional $65. 
Another first for this election year 
will be a mechanized counting 
procedure which, according to City 
Clerk Wilma Thomas, will produce 
final election results possibly as 
early as 9 p.m. on election night. 
Stevens, 
Cotsenmoyer 
and 
Lefkowitz were elected in 1970, over 
a trio of councilmen who were also 
first term incumbents. Councilmen 
Richard Jacoby, Douglas McClure 
and Brooks Speight, though, had 
been the focus of a recall furor in 
the late 1960s. 


Lompoc food stores not 
suffering in crisis yet 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The 
California supermarket strike had 
escalated another notch today. Meat 
counters were closing in Northern 
California 
and 
bakery 
workers 
joined the strike in the south. 
Food supplies were holding steady 
and adequate today in Lompoc 
Valley markets despite the strike. 
Spokesmen for most markets, both 
large and small, however, said the 
real pinch would come in the next 
two weeks. 
Most local markets are supplied 
by Certified Grocers and that food 
cooperative 
is 
not 
making 
deliveries. 
A 
spokesman 
for 
Williams 
Bros. 
Markets 
said 
arrangements have been made for 
delivery of some food stuffs directly 
from the packager in lieu of 
deliveries from Certified. Jordanos 
Market was believed capable of 
some deliveries by company-owned 
trucks. 
A spokesman for S and S Market, 
one of the most active of the 
independents, said his company 
rented a 
truck last night and 
brought in a load of groceries 
directly from Los Angeles. 
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Locust Avenue, has adequate 
supplies but will be pinched in a 
couple of weeks. 
Two of the franchised Stop and Go 
Markets indicated there was no 
problem with supplies. The outlets 
are supplied by Orange Empire and 
that company has continued to make 
deliveries out of Northridge. The 
company also supplies some items 
to liquor stores out of Santa Maria. 
The strike was begun Monday by a 
coalition of unions against specific 
“ target” 
chains, 
but 
umbrella 
groups of employers, representing 
more than 60 firms, retaliated with 
a lockout at all markets against 
members of striking unions, and 
some 
members 
of 
nonstriking 
unions refused to cross picket lines. 
More than 22,000 market workers 
are on strike in Southern California 
alone. Most markets remained open 
in the south, manned by managers 
and supervisors, but hundreds were 
closed in the north. Some retail 
clerks, not on strike, reported for 
work while others honored picket 
lines. 
About 800 butchers struck four 
packing houses that supply the 
chains with meat. 
No negotiations were scheduled.

Tuesday night more than 100 commercial fishermen 
jammed the Coast Guard auxiliary building to protest the 
alleged ease with which pleasure boaters can buy state 
commercial licenses to pursue swordfish, particularly thé 
tasty broadbill 
Manuel Gorgita, a 27-year fishing veteran and vice presi­ 
dent of the commercial fishing group, said amateurs can 
register their fishing boats for $75 Gorgita said this was 
seriously jeopardizing the livelihood of commercial 
anglers. 
In some cases, Gorgita said, wealthy yachtsmen had been 
known to hire airplanes to sight the big billfish and guide 
the boats in for the catch

Strike 


PARIS (UPIi — Workers protesting soaring prices 
walked off their jobs across France today in the first 
general strike since the country was paralyzed five 
and a half years ago 
Labor leader Edmond Maire said the 24-hour 
walkout was "going to show dramatically that the 
workers don't intend to foot the bill for the high cost of 
living.” 
Factory workers, journalists, cab drivers, public 
transport personnel, civil servants, teachers, airline 
pilots, longshoremen, garbagemen and electrical 
workers went on strike today joining thousands of 
railmen who walked off their jobs the day before. 


Showdown? 


SAIGON (UPI) — President Nguyen Van Thieu’s 
party newspaper today predicted a showdown clash 
between government and Communist forces will 
begin soon in northern South Vietnam. 
North Vietnam denied it was building up its forces 
for an offensive and charged U.S. warships and 
reconnaissance planes had conducted 37 missions in 
North Vietnamese waters and airspace recently “ in 
an attempt to intimidate the Vietnamese people.” 
A spokesman for the U.S. Embassy in Saigon had 
“ no comment" on the charge. 
The Saigon government predicted a Communist 
attack against the Gia Nghia province capital near 
Kien Due, 110 miles north of Saigon, and said it would 
be "the final act to tear up the cease-fire agreement.”

that all Egyptian planes 
returned safely to base. 


With the Israeli army on a 
war footing on the Suez 
Canal front, Egyptian Lt. 
Gen. Saadeddin Shazli, the 
chief of staff, warned that 
Egypt is stronger militarily 
today than it was at start of 
the October war and that it 
is capable of destroying the 
Israeli forces in Egypt.

Planners want more info on 'conflict' law

Amid rumors that the new conflict of 
interest law signed last month by Gov. 
Reagan 
conceivably 
could 
lead 
to 
resignations in Santa Barbara County 
official 
circles, the 
County 
Planning 
Commission late Wednesday cant'd on the 
county counsel’s office for interpretations 
and clarification of the law 
The commission, at the suggestion of 
Commissioner Robert Lilley, of Lompoc, 
1973 president of the State Planning 
Commissioners Assn , calk'd on the county 
counsel’s office to provide a report ‘‘as 


soon as possible." 


The new law, effective Jan 1, requires 
members of Boards of Supervisors, County 
Planning Commissions and other officials 
making land-use decisions to disclose 
property holdings and income which might 
be found to be a conflict of interest 


Lilley 
told 
the 
commission 
that 
repercussions caused by the new law are 
already in evidence He cited news reports 
disclosing that the entire Shasta County 
Planning Commission has resigned along 
with the Shasta County planning director 
due to requirements of the new legislation 


The 
Moscone 
bill 
adding 
the 
Governmental Conflict of Interests Act to 
the Government Code is “ complicated and 
some items are discretionary with the 
county," Lilley told the commission. 


He explained it was “ aimed specifically 
at bodies making land use decisions such as 
the Board of Supervisors and Planning 
Commission 
and 
will be of major 
concern " 


“ Failure to conform" with reports 
necessary by next April, he added, “ may 
make persons liable on felony charges." 
However, the Moscone bill mentions only 


that those failing to observe the new law 
would be disqualified from office 
"This is serious enough for us to get 
answers as soon as possible," declared 
Lilley.

Errol Haines reviews concert 


The content of “Concerto Pathetique in E minor" 
by List somehow seems hardly worth the doing. It 
had “ bombast” and “ impassioned melody” as the 
program notes said, but still seemed somehow 
without real worth or content. It was performed 
with dramatic conviction and bravura by Hodgens 
and Howard without fault on their part. 


Although written in 1961 Brubeek’s “ Points on 
Jazz” seemed somehow less relevant than the 
Gershwin “ Preludes” written many years before. 
It seems more dated and borrowed from other 
people including Gershwin himself. It was given a 
serious and rather “ straight" 1940’s era treatment 
of the accents. 
With “ Fetes (Festival)” by Debussy a miracle 
seemed to occur. The tone soared, vibrated, sang. 
It’s not 
that the other numbers were badly 
performed but they somehow seemed so. Whatever 
the change in technique these artists should to it all 
the time. All music needs to “ sing.” Even the very 
soft last two notes of “ Elegie" by Poulene carried 
with greater clarity and life. 
“ La Valse” by Ravel was a climax not only 
because of its excellently executed waltz rhythms 
(including the often anticipated second beat) but 
also because it contained the best piano tone and 
tone-coloring of the concert. It was done with 
excellent style and flair as if the players were 
saving themselves for this number. 
A rousing encore of the popular “ Sabre Dance 
by Katchaturian closed the program.

SACRAMENTO (U P I) - California bailed itself out of a 
welfare crunch today by providing major grant increases to 
adult aid recipients and shifting administration of their 
programs to the federal government. 
It was an 11th hour endeavor with scarcely a minute to 
loose. 
Shortly after the legislature passed and Lt. Gov Ed 
Reinecke signed a Democratic-sponsored “ urgency” bill to 
accomplish 
the 
grant 
increasea 
and 
transfer 
administration, state officials signed a federal contract 
implementing the program 
The document then was rushed Wednesday night by 
automobile to San Francisco for officials of the federal 
Social Security Administration to sign 
Federal officials had warned that unless the state acted 
by today, California could not be plugged into the federal 
administrative system in time for Jan. 1 issuance of 
benefit checks to 500,000 aged, blind and disabled 
Californians 
Proponents of the bill, sponsored by Assemblyman John 
Burton, D-San Francisco, said the elderly at lowest income 
levels would receive grant increases Jan. 1 ranging from 
$24-68 They said the blind would receive $22-$72 more and 


the disabled $12-172 
Reinecke, who called the legislature into special session 
to act on the settlement worked out with administration of­ 
ficials, signed the measure as a pinch-hitter for Gov, 
Ronald Reagan who was returning home from a 10-day 
speaking tour of Australia and Asian countries. 
Without the bill, California faced the prospect of paying 
$250 million more in public assistance costs plus losing $90 
million in federal aid 
"It would be absurd to vote no,” declared Assemblyman 
William T. Bagley, R-San Rafael, who helped negotiate the 
settlement. 
The Assembly approved it by an overwhelming 69-1 vote 
with only Assemblyman Robert Burke, R-Huntington 
Beach, casting a dissent It later was approved by the 
Senate on a 28-5 vote 
In the Senate, Republican Clark Bradley of San Jose 
warned of a “ Geritol gold rush to California by the elderly 
seeking higher grants than those provided in other states. 
The measure (AB134) basically would increase average 
monthly grants of $212 for the aged and disabled to a flat 
$235. It would boost average grants of $222 for the blind to a 
flat $265.

The SEC has alleged that Vesco, 37, and 
his associates caused the IOS mutual funds 
to sell blue chip U.S. securities and to 
invest the proceeds for their own benefit in 
foreign concerns of dubious value. 
The United States is trying to extradite 
Vesco from the Bahamas to face trial in a 
securities fraud case in New York. 
The charge of apparent conflict of 
interest was raised during hearings of the 
House Small Business Subcommittee last 
week.

Like his predecessor, Tommy Prothro, Pepper Rodgers is leaving 
Westwood for another coaching job. 
Rodgers, 42, was named Wednesday as Georgia Tech’s new head coach, 
less than two weeks after his Bruins lost to Southern California for the right 
to represent the Pacific-8 in the Rose Bowl. 
Prothro quit UCLA after the 1970 season to become coach of the Los 
Angeles Rams. Prothro was fired before this season. 
So J.D. Morgan, the Bruins’ highly successful athletic director, must go 
out and find a successor to Prothro’s successor. 
“J.D. can handle it very well without m e,” said Rodgers when asked to 
discuss his possible successor. 
If Morgan gets a successor from Rodgers’ coaching staff, it figures to be 
Homer Smith, who helped Rodgers install the Wishbone here. He was the 
UCLA offensive coordinator for the past two years. 
Smith, also 42, won’t get any competition for the job from Prothro, who is 
currently unemployed. 
“ I’m sure I wouldn’t be interested,” said Prothro. “ I don’t mean that to 
be derogatory to UCLA. It’s a great opportunity for someone else. My only 
plans at the moment are going to the national bridge tournam ent.”

Local kids are out drilling again for Lompoc’s 
second Youth Soccer season And one very recent 
Valley arrival who couldn't be looking forward to the 
opening kickoff more is Ian Whitehead, new branch 
office manager of the Southern California Automobile 
Club 
It 
helps 
that 
Whitehead 
played 
the 
game 
professionally for five years in England and has 
coached in the booming Conejo Valley youth soccer 
program. 
Put together like a middle-sized granite formation 
with large, mischievous eyes. Whitehead brought his 
wife and son to Los Angeles in 1965 to join the great 
American sports experiment of the decade — 
transplanting soccer to the USA at the pro level. 
He’d enjoyed the jolly combat of English soccer as 
an offenseman, last playing for the 100,000 population 
town of Preston, 250 miles north of London. But the 
crowds in America were more restrained over the 
ancient game than the raging partisans back home, if 
indeed they understood it at all. And the islander 
developed serious reservations about making a living 
at U.S. pro soccer. 
“ I felt they were starting it at the wrong end of the 
scale,” he explained. If Americans want to develop a 
new taste for the game (that the world knows as 
football) into the international professional areas, 
Whitehead said, “ There’s nothing to hold them (us) 
back ” 
But to ask Los Angeles fans to get excited about 
foreigners playing a game alien to this country's 


sandlots, he came to believe, wasn t offering the fans 
anything very substantial. 
Before coming to America, the stubby-statured 
Whitehead had been examined by an American doctor 
who, on hearing that the Englishman was on his way 
to the U.S. to play “ football,” advised calmly that 
he’d probably be killed 
As things turned out, Whitehead did speak with a 
kicking coach for the Dallas Cowboys at their 
Thousand Oaks training camp and received an 
invitation to return and work out with the team. 
“ I never attached much importance to it, so I never 
went back,” Whitehead now reminisces. But that, he 
adds, was before he had a good idea of what U.S. 
football was all about, bonuses included 
But by that time, it was probably too late Within six 
months of his arrival in the states in a game against a 
Mexican national team, Whitehead bounded into the 
air to head the ball, was sliced into filets like a 
downfield receiver in mid-air, and landed in disarray. 
It was the type of maneuver you could expect in pro 
soccer, and the Englishman had had it happen to him 
many times before. Only on this particular morning 
after, he woke up unable to feel or move his legs. 
Walking and running came back, but the injury 
nagged and his name was scratched from the starting 
11 for good 
But every professional quits sooner or later. 
Meanwhile, Whitehead observed, the youth sports 
facilities in California, were “ unbelievable.” There 
was not any shortage of professional sport in LA to

America were beginning to turn on to the scrambling 
game with the checkered round ball then, with their 
love of sport and ample facilities, soccer here would 
be a natural.

Whitehead traveled to the Conejo Valley with the 
Auto Club and coached in the new 2,00-player Conejo 
American Youth Soccer Organization affiliate group 
The AYSO, a nation-wide organization promoting the 
world's most popular sport at the youngest levels, 
still doesn’t have a monopoly on all the similar varied 
youth soccer programs, like Lompoc’s throughout the 
country, it appeared 
For the kids in the Conejo Valley, Whitehead 
reports, the game was alot more more than just fun. 
Without having to go into indentured servitude for 
equipment, parents could watch kids participate 
whose physical gifts left them only bench fodder in 
baseball or U.S. football. 
“ Being 
big,” 
Whitehead 
repeats 
and 
oft- 
remembered family talisman, “ is not the be-all and 
the end-all in the game of soccer. 
Plus, the Englishman noticed, soccer participation 
sharpened the kids’ eyes and reflexes for fielding 
grounders or catching passes during the other sports 
seasons 
‘The same thing happens in soccer. The ball comes 
to you and you’ve got to time yourself. And it helps. 
The thing that I really noticed in Conejo Valley is that 
there were very, very few injuries in the game,” he

If there hadn’t been a youth soccer program in 
Lompoc when he arrived. Whitehead may well not 
have started one. He doesn’t wish to be considered a 
cultural transplant man and, in fact, has caught the 
American football-viewing virus.

For generations the city of Lompoc has 
been plagued with pooling waters at street 
intersections due to moderate and heavy 
rains, causing traffic hazards and much 
discomfort for the motorists. 
For years city officials have been 
attempting to cope with the problem and it 
has always appeared that the installation 
of a fool-proof drain system has always 
been stymied for lack of funds. 
Four years ago, approximately, the 
drainage system was a campaign issue in 
the City Council campaign. 


It has been an extremely long time 
coming, but it appears that some remedial 
action is under way. However, motorists 


and citizens cannot expect relief again this 
rainy season. 
The present schedule to complete the 
remedial action to do away with the 
perpetual lake that forms on Ocean and E 
whenever it rains, calls for the awarding 
of a contract the end of February and 
estimated completion of the project in late 
summer or early fall next year. 
The remedial action is basically only a 
backbone system by which additional 
improvements may be added. 
Well, any system is better than what we 
have. We sincerely hope that the time 
schedule can be met so we can look 
forward to drier intersections at least 
during the rainy season of 1974-75.

What is most interesting is the 
value of non-cash contributions by 
the big labor unions. To ascertain 
this, the Ervin Committee has sent 
out a detailed questionnaire to 80 
labor 
unions, 
requesting 
their 
cooperation, but suggesting, ever so 
politely, that any failure to give that 
cooperation could result in being 
called before the committee and 
asked questions under oath. 


The questionnaire asks how many 
union employes did what in behalf of 
presidential candidates. Some labor 
union leaders are anxious to conceal 
the direct participation of their 
members 
in 
campaign 
politics. 
Others do not appear to mind if the 
public knows how active is their 
role. Mr 
Joseph A. Beime, the 
president of the Communications 
Workers 
of 
America, 
recently 
boasted 
that 
“ in 
the 
recent 
Domocratic Telethon, a request for 
volunteers brought over 10,000 CWA 
members 
to 
answer telephones 
throughout the country. And, 
he 
said grandly, “I don’t believe that 
will be their final effort.’’ 


Mr. 
Beirne 
is 
not 
easily 
intimidated. “In the midst of all 
reform talk there are healthy doses 
of finger pointing and hand washing. 
Just as I think the primary villains 
have been the corporate campaign 
financiers, 
others 
cite 
labor’s 
political contributions. If you are 
expecting me to say that we don’t 
contribute, 
forget 
it. 
We 
most 
definitely 
contribute 
voluntary 
dollars to candiates who support the 
views of millions of working men 
and women. There is an important 
difference here and it involves 
people.” 
That important difference begins 
to recede from the public mind. 
There are, as a matter of fact, more 
stockholders 
than 
there 
are 
members of labor unions, and it is a 
joke on Karl Marx that they are 
very often the identical people. The 
notion that the Communications 
Workers of America should 
be 
permitted 
to 
spend 
money 
on 
presidential campaigns, but AT&T 
should not be permitted to do so, 
appears increasingly as one of those 
fundamentalist moral distinctions 
based on the populist demagogy of 
an unsophisticated age. 
The 
Watergate 
investigations 
have a long way to go before they 
are convincingly vindicated, but the 
questionnaire to the labor union 
leaders 
suggests 
a reassuring 
independence of spirit. We will 
need, of course, to see how Congress 
handles any legislation to curb union 
spending. Ironically, we’ll have to 
see whether the public interest can 
override the union dollar when it 
comes to a vote. 
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"Yessiree! Our new compactor in the kitchen is just 
great! Now we can consume SEVEN TIMES AS MUCH 
AS BEFORE. . . " 


Around the time you read this we 
may have a new vice president. And 
before long he could be President. 
He is Jerry Ford, Mr. Middle 
America. 
Things are so strained here that 
many people think any change would 
be an improvement. In the oil 
shortage, for example, Mr Nixon's 
leadership capability is so eroded 
that he seems to be softening the full 
facts for the public. That s the cost 
of 
a 
crippled 
President. 
An 
executive in full command could 
recommend brutal remedies and 
absorb the consequent griping, but 
Mr. Nixon is forced to inch along, 
step by step. He may be deceiving 
himself, 
of 
course, 
when 
he 
hopefully forecasts that the crisis 
may last only a year but we suspect 
he is temporizing. The great weight 
of gloomy evidence here is that the 
situation will get worse. 
That's what investors think. In 
less than four weeks Wall Street has 
lost $20 billion in values and the 
near-panic 
is 
world-wide. 
Wall 
Street prices, of course, are paper 
values. No prediction is possible 
through the present murk. That’s 
because nothing like the oil shortage 
has happened before; the world has 
never heretofore seen the sudden 
constriction in supply of a universal 
indistrial essential. 
So how about Jerry Ford? One 
thing his confirmation will do, it will 
make it a lot easier for a number of 
wavering 
Republicans 
to 
vote 
impeachment-indictment 
if 
they 
want to. They wouldn’t have done it 
while Spiro's old chair was vacant. 
And it must have some effect, too, 
on Mr. Nixon's lonely reveries. We 
don’t think he will quit, but just the 
same 
the 
confirmation 
of 
an 
understudy must play some part in 
the equations he sets down in those 
neat notes he makes on that yellow 
pad of his. 
Here are two sets of comments on 
Jerry Ford, a sort of personality 
balance sheet: 
Credits: 
He’s 
honest. 
These 
adjectives (we think) also apply: 
frank, popular, modest, outgoing, 
loyal, 
uncom plicated, 
healthy, 
rational 
(doesn’t call opponents 
“enem ies” ), 
decent, 
iw ouldnt 
burglarize W atergate). And also 
solid, stable and reliable. Oh, yes. 
did we say it before, honest. 
Debits: 
Inexperienced, limited, 
p l o d d i n g , 
l o w - i n i t i a t i v e , 
unimaginative, 
anti-civil 
rights, 
anti-social welfare, anti-labor, anti- 
the Future. 
Maybe we are unfair. Afer all, 
Jerry 
Ford’s job 
as opposition 
leader was to oppose. He undertook 
to 
put 
together a 
coalition 
of 
conservative 
Republicans 
and 
southern 
Democrats who would 
battle the Democrats and above all 
in recent days supply the one-third- 
plus-one 
to 
uphold 
presidential 
vetoes. 
In a new role he might take a 
broader view. 
A lot of people are getting comfort 
today by comparing Ford with 
Truman, and there is a certain 
p a r a l l e l . 
Bot h 
me n 
w e r e 
professional politicians for whom 
party regularity was a way of life; 
both 
were squares; 
both 
were 
nervous with intellectuals; 
both 
started with limited outlooks and 
had little contact with minority 
groups, ghetto problems or world 
affairs. 
Y e s , 
u n d e r 
c e r t a i n 
circumstances, Ford might make a 
good President. The circumstances 
would be an absence of major 


problems at home and abroad. He 
would be frank, restful, friendly and 
would consult with a lot of people 
before 
making 
comfort abl e 
conservative decisions. Most of us 
are cheered at just the thought of 
returning to that kind of a world. It 
would be back to Eisenhower, not 
Truman; a caretaker President. 
But this isn’t 1952. Abroad, we are 
challenged by the start of the Age of 
Scarcity, with oil the beginning and 
a 
dozen 
other 
essential 
raw 
m aterials coming after. At home, 
we 
have 
accumulated 
through 
Vietnam a backlog of explosive 
social problems. They are there, you 
can 
almost 
hear 
the 
term ites 
boring. It is like the day in Harry 
Truman's White House when the 
piano started to go through the 
floor! 
There 
is 
concentrated 
corporate power; race; inequality 
of income and ugly tax system to 
feed it; lack of rudimentary social 
services like health insurance; lack 
of gun control and as a result our 
incredible rate of crime-by-violence 
for which America is unique, and 
inspiring 
but often exasperating 
government 
that 
needs 
to 
be 
modernized at nearly every point, 
where 
rich men 
buy elections, 


Congress hands over its authority 
and we haven't even got around yet 
.to mothballing that delightful old 
stagecoach, the electoral college 


Ford isn’t Truman Truman’s first 
major Senate speech lambasted rail 
an d 
i n s u r a n c e 
f i n a n c i a l 
manipulations. It sounds corny, now 
maybe, but he said that Carnegie 
libraries were “steeped in the blood 
of the Homestead stell workers.” 


In 25 years likable Jerry Ford has 
never fathered a major piece of 
legislation; his sole big initiative' 
was tyring to get Justice Douglas 
impeached. 
In 
confirmati on 
hearings the AFL-CIO found his 
recent record 94 per cent antilabor; 
NAACP leader Clarence Mitchell 
attacked him on his civil rights 
stand Contrast this with Truman 
Labor backed him. When he left the 
White House he got a letter from 
Roy Wilkins; “ You carry with you 
the 
gratitude 
and 
affectionate 
regard of millions of your Negro 
fellow citizens who in less than a 
decade of your leadership have seen 
the old order change right before 
their eyes.” 
Jerry must grow to fill Harry's 
shoes.

It wasn’t one of the more sought- 
after bits of news, but Santa Ynez 
River Water Conservation District 
this week gained a lump sum of 
about $17,000 as a result of two 
annexations in the Solvang, Santa 
Ynez areas, and the prospect of 
about $1,000 annually in new tax 
revenues. 
Directors of the water district 
approved steps for the annexation of 
nearly 30,000 acres or about 47 
square miles represented by the San 
Fernando Rey holding, and for the 
annexation of 845 acres owned by 
Power and Bacon. 
The $17,000 was 
for back taxes on 
the 
two 
(really 
three owners) pro­ 
perties, 
and 
the 
estimated increase 
in tax revenues is 
b a s e d 
on 
t h e 
d istrict’s 
current 
15-cent tax on each 
$100 
of 
assessed 
valuation. The two 
properties have a 
t o t a l 
a s s e s s e d 
valuation 
of nearly a half million dollars and a 
market value of four times that 
amount The figures are rounded off 
and 
rough. Both 
holdings 
are 
uninhabited 
District 
taxes are 
based on land only. 
It is interesting to note in these 
financially 
difficult 
times 
(and 
Stanley C. Hatch, legal counsel for 
the 
water district 
made 
the 
observation.) that the accumulated 
taxes 
in 
the 
district 
are 
the 
equivalent of $3.58 per $100 of 
assessed valuation on a one time 
only basis. In other words, water 
district taxes from 1939 when the 
district was formed until 1973 would 
amount 
to 
a 
figure 
of 
$3.58 
multiplied by the number of $100 
increments that exist in the value of 
your property. 
It is also interesting to note in 
these self serving times that the 
owners of the respective properties

get

A letter written by Hatch and 
approved by the district explains 
that they get no water as a result of 
the annexation, but they do throw 
their hats in the ring with the 
district and other defenders of 
downstream water users. There’s 
more to it than that, but essentially 
for the time being, that’s it. 
In other respects, there are two 
battles shaping up to some sort of 
showdown. Hatch and others are 
mustering north county forces for a 
fight against south county proposals 
that could scuttle the concept of 
county-wide tax support for water 
projects. 
At the same time a 
proposal is being advanced for a 
“county water fund” to provide for 
any new water projects and to 
include sums presently being raised 
county-wide for support of Cachuma 
and Twitchell water conservation 
facilities. 
There is also an accompanying 
battle to resist proposals for the

carving up in other words— for all 
57,800

feet 
of 
county 
entitlement under the state feather 
River Project. Hatch and others 
argue that the division of all the 
water now would favor the existing 
urban areas, to the detriment of 
outlying areas that do not have a 
dominant voice to speak for them. 
And besides the county hasn’t finally 
committed itself for delivery of the 
water anyway 
Secondly, Hatch is again leading 
the way on behalf of the district 
against the south county proposal

Wyoming’s original state 
constitution, written in 1889, 
has a new lease on life 
because 
of 
a 
special 
preserving solution invented 
by an assistant professor of 
librarianship 
at 
the 
University of Washington 
The formula, concocted 
by Dr Richard I). Smith, 
has greatly enhanced his 
reputation as an expert on 
preservation of documents, 
books 
and 
watercolors, 
lithographs and other works 
of art on paper, 
Next month, Smith will 
supervise 
installation 
of 
equipment to utilize the 
process in the department 
of 
prints 
and 
drawings 
conservation laboratory at 
the Art Institute of Chicago. 
The process previously 
was used to preserve one of 
the original copies of the 
D e c la ra tio n 
of 
Independence, printed July 
4. 
1776 
The 
copy 
was 
discovered in 1968 in a 
Philadelphia bookstore that 
was going out of business 
after being operated for 132 
years. 
The document, preserved 
by Smith, was sold for 
$404,000 and is the only copy 
privately owned. 


Smith’s process involves a 
nonwater-base 
solution 
which neutralizes acids and 


deposits an alkaline reserve 
to neutralize any 
future 
acidity. The leaves of the 


Wyoming constitution were 
sprayed on both sides and 
dried between sheets of 


white blong paper under 
moderate pressure. 
The 111-page handwritten 
document seemed to be in 
fairly good condition. Smith 
said, but some of the pages 
suffered 
from 
exhibition 
and handling and the ink had 
faded from jet black to 
rusty brown

your own fireside feast: Charcoal grilled 


turkey breast for Christmas 


This Christmas try some­ 
tim e a little different for 
the traditional family meal. 
Ciather the family around 
hearthside and charcoal grill 
part of the meal right in the 
fireplace. It makes an espe­ 
cially warm and cosy gath­ 
ering for the smaller family. 


The techniques for char­ 
coal cookery in the fireplace 
are simple and let you en- 
jov the delicious Havor of 
foods cooked over charcoal 
briquets 
all 
year around. 
Special charcoal grills are 
manufactured for use in the 
fireplace . . . for instance, 
one by Structo. 1 he grill and 
firebox or pan are attached 
to a pole that adjusts to fit 
in the fireplace opening. Rut 
any of the smaller grills that 
will fit in your fireplace may 
be used including hibachis, 
the smaller models of the 
kettle- cooke rs and the port­ 
able grills. 


Fireplace chefs would do 
well to note a fe w tips from 
the experts at the Charcoal 
Briquet Institute. Adequate 
ventilation is a must for all 
charcoal grilling, so make 
sure* the fireplace Hue or 
draft is open and the smoke 
goes up the chimney. To 
light the briquets, use either 
a liquid or solid starter or art 
electric type starter. Never 
use gasoline or kerosene. 
After lighting the charcoal 
never remove it from the 
fireplace. When you’re fin­ 


ished grilling either let the 
coals burn out in the grill 
firebox or empty the* live 
coals out in the fireplace to 
use as a base for starting a 
wood fire. 


For the fireside Christmas 
dinner, try a turkey breast, 
a nice change from a whole 
turkey. Most turkey breasts 
are found in the frozen meat 
section of the supermarket 
and range in si/e from 3 to 
10 pounds. For the larger 
8-10 pound breast, simply 
fillet it or remove it from 
the breast bone on either 
side. 


The boned breast is wrap 
peel iii bacon and grille*d 
very slowly over a bed of 
coals. The ke’y to juicy, ten­ 
der turkey breast is to grill 
it slowly. If there is room, 
while the turkey is cooking, 
do double duty with the 
lighted briquets and cook 
the squash too. Place the 
whole squash right on the 
coals and let them cook, 
turning often, and the flavor 


is simply delicious.

To test the tempera­ 
ture of a charcoal briejuet 
fire*, it is recommended that 
you cautiously hold your 
hand, palm side down, just 
above the* grill. Judge tem- 
perature by number of sec­ 


onds hand can be kept in 
position. For this recipe a 
low temperature is desired. 
Your hand should be kept in 
position for five* seconds. 


To lower temperature of 
charcoal fire, raise grill or 
separate* coals. To raise tem­ 
perature, tap the outer gray 
layer from coals and push 
coals 
closer 
together.

them to outer edge of hot 
coals.

If you’ve given your fa­ 
vorite man his favorite gift 
before Christmas, so he can 
enjoy putting it to work even 
before the Big Day, here 
are suggestions from experts 
that will help him get more 
pleasure and safe use out of 
it. 
There’s no secret tech­ 
nique to using a chain saw 
to take down old dead trees 
or to prune living ones but 
there are some tips that can 
make the job easier and 
safer. 
The only right way to 
bring down a tree safely, ac­ 
cording to Ed W ilk, chain 
saw expert for Sears, Roe­ 
buck and Co. is to make sure 
it will fall in the direction 
you wish it to fall without 
danger to people, structures 
or utility wires. Start by 
checking out the tree close- 
up for rot. Rotten or dead 
trees may not fall in a pre­ 
dictable manner. If you are 
working with a rotted tree 
and have any doubt about 
your ability to bring it down, 
better hire a professional. 


Next, stand back and look 
at the tree from a distance. 
If it’s straight with branch­ 
es evenly distributed, you 
should be able to correctly 
position its fall. If it leans 
or has heavy limbs on one 
side you may have problems 
that could complicate the 
fall. Again, you may want to 
bring in a professional. 
If 
the 
tree 
is 
sound, 
straight and seems to present 
no felling problems, cut a 
wedge-shaped chunk on the 
side of the tree toward 
which you want it to fall. 
Cut the diagonal portion of 
the notch first and then 
make the horizontal cut. 
The horizontal cut should 
penetrate about a third of 
the way through the trunk. 
Remove the wood from the 
notch. Next, make a straight 


TIPS ON USING YOUR NEW CHAIN SAW. To prevent damage to the tree when pruning branches, 
make the first cut from the underside of the lim b. Then make the second cut from the top. This 
way, the saw won’t bind and the branch will break off without tearing the bark. From Sears experts 


saw cut on the backside 
of the tree about 2 inches 
higher than the horizontal 
cut.
